REMARKS

On the bill (or the relief of the Purcha- 
sers of the Public Lands. 
JOelivtred in t/if Senate of the U. Stales 
JASUART, 1821. 



The system of relief, said Mr. J. which 
the bill provides, is eitioraced in tvvo t>ro- 
positions : First, the power to relinquish 
that portion of the land which is entered, 
but not paid for, and to obtain a patent 
for what is paid for ; secondly, indul 
gence for eight or ten years, by annual 
instalments, without interest, to those 
■who prefer retaining the whole amoun; 
purchased. In the former case, it is so 
constructed as not to derange the sur- 
reys, or to produce any loss or incon- 
venience by interfering with the system 
upon which sales are now made. Un- 
der the present laws, our public lands 
are surveyed in rangtsol six miles wide, 
and, by transverse lines, at the same dis- 
tances, divided into townsliips, as they 
are technically called, of six miles 
square, numbered from a line of latitude 
taken for the basis, anil a meridian of 
longitude. These townships are each 
subdivided into S3 sectiot s of a mile 
square, or 640 acres, and these sections 
again subdivided into oblong rectangli * 
of one eighth of a section, or 80 acres 
each, and all divided by lines running 
with the four cardinal points. When 
the sa cB were made for wliich monies 
are now due, the smallest sub-division 
Was 160 acres, the fouith part of a sec 
tion; and, if a purchaser is now indebt- 
ed for the smallest purchase w hich he 
could then make, he may now relin- 
quish one half of that purchase, withoui 
derangement to the present system. — 
The provision made in the bill which i> 
now proposed, larcfnily guards thi 
point. If the purchas .r shall choose to 
avail himself of the provision, he can re- 
linquish only such aliquot part of a sec 
tion as s'.all lor.m the proper legal divis 
ion, agreeably to the present evstem. — 
The purchases made, wnich this bi.h 
will embrace, ara eitlicr a section, 640 
acres; three-fonrlhs of a section, 480 
acres; a half section, 320 acres; ora 
quarter section, 160 acics. In everv 
case, at least onc-fourtli part of the pur- 
chas" money was paid within forty d.iys 
of the time of application ; another lourth 
part was reqoii'cd to b« pnid in twe 
ye-ars; another in three years; the re 
maindcr in four years; and, in case ary 
part shall be delayed till the expiration 
ot five years from the day of application, 
the land is re-sold ; and, unless some 
person shall advance cash in hand for 
svhat is due, the land reverts to the U. 
States, and the whole of the money paid 
upon it, improvcmmls and all, ere for 
foiled, and the industrious, frugal, but 
unfortunats husbandman, sent adrift 
with his family, and deprived of all the 
fruit of his honest labors. Now, sir, the 
bill before you proposes, that, in such 
cases, the purchaser may still be rescued 
from the grasp of penury and famine, 
in a land of plenty, by permitting him 
to retain so much of tiie land ss tlv- 
monies paid by him will actually pur- 
chase, at the price of the original entry, 
not varying in quantity or form from tin 
present legal sub-div sion, & to r lir.qnisl. 
the remainder — a propcsition that every 
honorable member of this house would 
readily accede to, under similar circum- 
stances, in his own individual truns'Cr 
lions with a poor and unfortunate debt- 
or. 

The second proposition is equally n**- 
cessay to screen the purchaser from loss, 
and will equally secure the government 
against any sacrifice. If a purchaser 
shall have entered a quarter section, 
(160 acres,) and shall have paid thereon 
only 80 dollars, the first instalment, it 
will not entitle liim to a patent for any 
pan of his purchase, aa it wilt not have 
paid for eighty acres ; or, if he shall 
have entered three quarter sections. 
(480 acres,) and paid thereon only one 
instalment, 240 dollars, he will ba tntit-, 
led to a patent for 30 acres, amci>niin'r| 
to 160 dollars; but the remaining SOf 
dollars must be lost to I irh, nnlcss rediefj 
bo extended, by granting him time to| 
complete his payment lor an additional 
quantity of land. But most ot these 
purchasers have paid more than the first 
instalment. They are generally an in- 
dustrious, economical class of citizens,! 
■who, when they liave been fortunate en- 
ough to collect small sums in rtturii for 
their labor, pay them over to the land 
offiees, as p.arlivl liquidations of the in- 
stalments due, or becoming dae, for 
their lands,checredby the ar.imatinghdpe 
of being able one day to call that li’.tlej 
portion of the wilderness on which tneir 
industry is creating perpetual sinib-s, 
their own. But all payments which ci- 
ther exceed or fall short of equal sums 
of 180 doll, rs, the amount of purchase| 
money for the snt.dicst legal division ofj 
public land, must be lorever lost to them^ 
and their families, unless the time shall 
also be extended, by wliieh they may 
complete their payment fer these r.Hquot 
parts of a section. One other course, it 
is true, might iscciire these over pay- 
ments, which would be, to grant them 
certificate.s for such surpluses, receive 
ble in payment for public lands; but no 
such provision is contained in the bill, 
and the relief proposed will be more tor 
the interest of the government, and 
quite as accommodating to the generali- 
ty of those interested. 

l.et us have some regard to tha char 
acter cf these who need this relief. I 
mean, the great body of this population, 
which miiet suffer wi’.hotit it. The 
question may seem tobe-local, from the 
particular interests which if involves;^ 
but no subject can, in realr’.j, hfcvo a; 



mere extessive opcraticn. It embraces 
the citiaeiis of every section of every 
state in the Union ; and the most useful 
and virtuous class oi citizens, the honest, 
industrious farmers, by whose labors life 
and vigor are imparted to every other, 
and from whose persevering enterprizc 
our country derives all its treasures — 
These citizens liave left their homes, to 
subdue the wilderness, and make it sub- 
servient to the welfare of men, there to 
provide a home for therusi Ives and their

numerous offspring. With this class of 
citizens the securities of our liberties, 
and the energies of the government, rest. 
To them we owe our national safety and 
prosperity. Virtue and independence, 
when exiled from every other class, find 
an asylum with them. They already 
form anjimpregnable barrier against ter 
ritorial invasion ; and it is a duty which 
(be govern. nent owes no less to itself 
than to them, to protect them from in- 
justice, Irom injury, from ruin. With- 
hold the relief which their peculiar ne- 
cessities now demand, and you give a 
deadly blow to the brightest liopcs of the 
nation. It will be like refusing the kind 
ofTicts of paternal care to a perishing 
child, who, if nourished, is destined to be' 
your support and comfort in declining 
ige. 

There may be some exceptions to this 
description cf character, but the propor- 
tion is very smajl ; and a good man will 
not leave all his children to starve, lest 
the sons of strangers eat their crumbs. 
.\ll have paid their moiiey, all arc citi- 
zens, and we can make no discrimination. 
None will receive relief beyond what 
justice w.trrants; the government will 
loose nothing by any, and the meisure, 
even in relation to the least meritorious, 
IS fotmded in reason and ceptity. If any 
HifRrulty shall seem to exist in eorreetly 
designating the part to bo relinquished, 
it is easily surmoimttd by the proposi- 
tion which I I'.ave the honor to make ;

MlfiSOURf. 

Mr. Clay, from the “Cor.pnT.lie Com 
miitee'’ ou the ailuiisMon of Jlissouri into 
the Union, ma-,!e tiie following report, to wit : 

The Select Committee pj whom- w s re- 
ferred, the resolution tram the Senate tie 
daring the a Imisjloii of the State of .Missou- 
ri into the Union, have, acconling to order, 
had the same coiler con.si'leration, and beg 
leave to submit to Ike house the following 
repnrl : 

That they have entered upon the dis- 
charge cf the duly assigned them by thi 
Hume, w ith the most'Rnxious desire to ar 
rive at a concl'.trion which would give gen- 
eral satisfaction. That, in the prcsoctition 
of this (i"rpo.se it seemed to th“m to he use 
fill to aseerta'm in the first place, by a full 
and frank comparison of op'uiions araone 
tlieinaclvcs, whether any, and what condi- 
tions ought to be prescribed to Ihe admis- 
sion of Missouri into the. Union. That, on 
malting this cotnparisfin, the opinion appear- 
ed to lie nearly unanimons in the eonimitte'e. 
that no ether conditions ought noiv to he 
reqiiireil, than those which ivere specified in 
the ect of the last sessi.on of Congress, pro- 
vi'ling for Ihe admi.ssion ofMisso-iri into the 
Union; and that, con«i.lering all the circum- 
stances atteniiing that art, the settlement 
w hich it made of the question of restriction, 
ought not to be (listiirbei*. Tlu't (his opin- 
ion limited their snhseqjient inquiry to the 
c'lnsidiT ition of the simple, question, whether 
the Constitution which Missouri has fomlcd 
for h'Aiself, eoiitained any thing in it which 
fiirnishc'I a valid objection to her incorpora- 
tion in the Union? Ami, on that (|iieslion. 
they thought that there was no other pro- 
vision in that Constitution to which Coif- 
gres.s could of right take eiccption, but that 
which makes it the duly of the f.egislatur'' 
of Missouri, to passlaivs to prevent free ne- 
g'-oes an-d rnulattoes fron- going to and set- 
tling in .said .Sta'e. In regard to that clause, 
the same diversity of opinion existed among 
(he meinhoas cf th's committee ivhich had 
been previondy manifestf'l in the House: 
one portion lirdictirg it lialile fo an intcrjirc- 
tntion rep'ignant to the Cor.slitnti'in of the 
United Stales, anil the other thinking it not 
exposed to that objection, or that if it were, 
t'le exceptional lie intcrprrlation was super- 
seded by Ihe paramount authority of the 
Federal Constitution. 

With (hese conflicting opinions, the com- 
mittee thought it best, that without either 
side abanduning its opinion, an endeavour 
should be made to frame an amendment to 
Ihe Senate’s re.solution, which ccmproniitting 
neither, should contain an adequate securi- 
ty against any violation of tlie privileges and 
immunities of citizens of other States, in 
Missouri; and a majority of the Committee, 
thinking that such scemity could not be 
snificiently afforded, without some previous 
act to he done by tlie Legislature of Missou- 
ri, Ihe amendment was finally agreed upon, 
which they nmv beg leave to report. 

According to this amendment, Missouri 
is to be admitted into the Union upon the 
fiimlarnental condition that she shall never 
pass any law, preventing any description of 
persons from going to and settling in said 
stale, who now are or hereafter may become, 
citizens of any of the states of this Union; 
and upon the legislature of said state signi- 
fying its assent to that condition, by a sol- 
emn public act, which is to be communica- 
ted to Ihe President of the United States, 
he is to procl-.iiiii the fact, and tlicreupon, 
the. admission of satil state into the Union, 
is to be complete without any further or oth- 
er proceedings on the part of congress. To 
prevent however, this amendment from be- 

considered at imji-iiuig any right whidk 



ed to make,' fo respect the privileges and im- 
ii.nnitics which it secures to citizens of other 
.sl-itcs— a pledge become necessary in (he 
opinion of a large and respectable portion 
jf the House, by the terms which she has 
employed in a clause of her constitution, 
Nor w ill there be a doubt of the sinccrily 
(>r f (firacy of such a pledge. On the otlier 
hand, if, by postjroning for a short period 
her admission into tlie union, (a circum- 
stance every day less and less important, in 
consequence of the lapse of the time allotted 
to this session) those who thought her in- 
vested with a pel feet right to be admitted 
ivithout delay, are not foully gra.tified, they 
will be. consoled by the reflection that tlie 
amendment requires only the performaheo 
of a precise and simple act, which cannot be 
mistaken by the highly respectable officer to 
whom the judgment of its execution is con- 
fided And the whole house must be grati- 
fied with any proper disposition of the sub- 
ject, ivhich will henceforth free the publi.v 
deliberations from the agitation and liistiir- 
hance to wliifch it is but too likely always to 
give lise. And your eomroittee believe that 
all must ardently unite in wishing an amica- 
ble termination of a question which, if it br. 
longer kept open, cannot fail to produce and 
probably peqietnate prejudices anil animosi- 
lies among a people, to whom the conserva- 
tion of their moral tie.s should. be dearer if 
possible t'uan that of their political bond. 
Sharing; as the coaamilfee do, largely ia-thM 
sentiment, they respectfully submit to the 
house the amendment which they propose, 
in the hope that it will be received and cotf- 
.iilered in the same spirit in which it ha*

The committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, which has charge of this subject^ 
in respect to which there has been such di- 
versity of calculation, yesterday made a long 
report, in compliance with the resulutions of 
the House, passed on the 3d instant— ivhick 
resolutions required of the committee to 
enquire and report whether any measures 
are necessary to incre.-fe the revenue? and 
if so, to report those measures; and to en- 
quire into the expediency of prohibiting or 
imposing additional duties on the importa- 
tion of foreign .spirits, and imposing an ex- 
cise on domestic distilled spirits. 

On the first point, the committee report 
as (heir opinion, (hat the revenue w ill be ad- 
equate to the expenses of the government; 
and further, that if no change happen, it 
will be sufficient, in siiceeediug years, fully 
to repay, before the fist day of January, 182^ 
the loan of the last year, and any loan whith 
may be necessary during the present year. 

On the second point, the committee an- 
swer, that the revenue being amply ade- 
quate to the expenses ofthc government, of 
course no measures for its increase are ne- 
cessary. 

On the third point, (he committee sub- 
mit their opinion against any immediate im- 
position of an excise on domestic spirits, or 
of any ne;v duty on, or prohibition of, the 
importation of foreign s|:irits. 

1 he committee go on^ afler answering 
the particular queries directed to them, fo 
give their views of the actual state of the , 
Treasury. Allowing for a retrenchment cf 
expenditures during the present session, fo 
the amount of 1.500,000 dollars, th’ey calcu- 
late that 3,079,094 dollars is the amount to 
be provided for by loans.
